The pines we have to offer are growing in well pre- 
pared soil—they have been cultivated, fertilized, and root 
pruned. In our soil type, Lobloily Pines naturally de- 
velop a fine fibrous root system. After root pruning it 
almost equals that of Wax Ligustrum.
